In all, the FBI bagged 10,000 prisoners, After 
they had been held under inhuman conditions, all 
but about 500 had ‘to be releaséd without prose- 
cution, _ 

Hoover, the present FBI director, has tried 
in every way le to’ dissociate. himself from 
the Palmer raids: It has been claimed they were 
made uidée Hie Wiecotia bE bis predectaesé nod 
that’ he was just carrying out orders, — 

But in table in the capital show 
that Hoover, then chief of the general intelligence 
division of the FBI, was actually in the center 
of the rajds and worked out and transmitted the 
policy that prevailed during the terror.
